information found on the internet or like means.

a. enable people around the world to be able to match (juxtapose) almost any 
concept in the world against any other concept in the world to develope in- 
ventions or creations using one entity - the internet or like means. 

b. provide the most comprehensive inventive tool in history. 

c. provide the most useful inventive tool in history 



d. provide an inventive tool useful by almost anyone in the world

DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION 

The internet has become ubiquitous, and a source for any number of different uses 
these days, but no party, to date, has developed methods for using the internet and all of 
the concepts that it displays, as an inventive, creative, means, which is why the the app- 
licant has filed this improvement of his Sparkers t.m. booklet art, and concepts, and word 
lists etc. to include the art, and concepts, and lists (or not) of the internet, thus dramat- 
cally expanding its capability to invent via the juxtaposition of concepts (words, pictures, 
symbols etc.) resulting in an extremely useful, productive, inventive, creative, tool. 

Note: see the next page, Exhibit A, for a sample page from the Invendex, Inventors 
Index t.m.., which shows the basic method for juxtaposing key words and list words to 
invent with, which the applicant was the first in the world to invent. 

Also, it should be noted that in 1987 the applicant wrote, and copyrighted, a book 

entitled "The Creator" and not long after that a book entitled "The Inspirator" and in those 

books he taught using not only key words and lists to invent with but also key concepts 

(words, pictures, symbols etc) to invent with via the juxtapositioning of concepts. And, 

again, he was the first in the world to develope such methods. 

Going back to Exhibit A it must be pointed out that it gives the essence of the 
inventive 

process utilized with any and all juxtaposions of key words against list words or non list

words, and key concepts against list words or concepts or non list words or concepts. 

Further, new inventions, like cheesehead, are always described by a new set of words 
Incidently, new inventions make ideal candidates for key words or key concepts (key 
concepts can be words, but also pictures, or symbols etc) because the door is wide open 
for imporvements developed by adding words (or concepts) to the words or concepts 
which define the new invention. 

And, if you do not have a key word or key concept in mind to use to invent with, via 
juxtpositions, you can pick one from the lists of the books of the inventor (such as shown 
in Exhibit A, see the list words from Pebble to Pop Gun) or the or from lists, catalogs, 
and indexes, and the like found on the internet or from non lists on the internet or the like, 
such as newspapers or magazines. 

Regarding catalogs, they can be especially useful in this inventive process as often they 
have lists of pictures (which can be called a concept list) like doll dresses which could be 
juxtaposed with a doll design (say of a tall, young teen girl) as the key concept, with a 
word description above, to work with as lists (so to speak) and then by draging a window 
or box with either a key word or key concept in it the juxtapositions (matching) of the 
words and or concepts can proceed by viewing what is seen taking note of what com- 
binations of words and or concepts define inventions. 

All of the methods of the instant invention are designed for using the internet or like 
means, and all of the words and concepts it displays,, in any form, as an inventive, 
creative, means via the juxtaposition of words and or concepts on any web enabled 
appartatus, of any kind, whereby any word or concept shown on the appartatus, from 
a list or non list, may be made a key concept or key word or the plural and then juxta- 
posing the key concept or key word or the plural or the list concept or list word. 
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
